
NOTES FROM THE EDITOR 

David J. Borsheim 

This past Christmas my wife gave me a 
copy of Life at Mansfield, A Visual Reminiscence 
by MU professor Dr. Gale Largey. Since I’ve 
always enjoyed history, this book has provided 
me with many new perspectives. For instance, 
in 1920 one could enroll in the “Music 
Supervisors’” program, which took three years 
to complete, knowing full well that “the best 
positions in the state opened to graduates of 
this course.” I also learned that there were 
some lean periods at Mansfield. Enrollment 
slipped during the Great Depression; however, 
by the late 30’s, Mansfield put on a forward 
looking appearance when it constructed new 
buildings for home economics, music, 
education and athletics. Straughn Auditorium 
had been in use since 1930. As of 1931 it was 
expected that students would spend four years 
preparing to be teachers. During the 1940’s, 
WW II brought further changes. Intercollegiate 
sports were temporarily suspended due to a 
shortage of male students and female students 
gained new leadership opportunities at 
Mansfield. Through the '50s, the school 
steadily became a multi-purpose institution. 
During the '60s enrollment tripled from about 
1000 to nearly 3000 students as the baby 
boomers went to college. In the early 70’s the 
administration projected a decade of growth, 
but enrollment declined and it became 
necessary to retrench faculty from programs 
that had been expanded only a few years 
earlier. 


As one reads through Dr. Largey’s excellent 
book, we are reminded that our predecessors 
had to face financial hardships many times in 
the past in order to preserve what we know as 
Mansfield University. The economic realities of 
the ’30s are sobering reminders of what the 
present situation throughout higher education 
in the U.S. may become. Pennsylvania has not 
escaped the economic realities of the early ’90s. 
MU’s budget, like it’s 13 sister schools, has 
been tight this year, but the enrollment for two 
years has been reaching all-time highs. As our 
predecessors have done, faculty and 
administrators are working together to 
continue Mansfield’s progress and maintain the 
standards for which it is known. 

MU’s programs in Music Education, 
Therapy, Merchandising, and Performance 
continue to attract excellent students. If you 
know of or teach young musicians who are 
interested in developing their talents toward a 
degree and career in music, please refer them 
to us. Prospective students must make direct 
inquiries of the Music Department as well. Our 
remaining audition dates are February 17 & 

29; March 6 & 28 and April 11.

Richard Talbot Retires 

By the early 70’s, the Mountie Marching Band 
had established itself under the direction of 
Richard Talbot. The band played at four pro 
football games, toured England twice and was the 
first band in the country to be awarded a special 
flag and recognition by the American Bicentennial 
Commission. On September 24, 1972, at a 
half-time show, CBS announcer Don Cricky 
stated “I have been broadcasting university and 
professional football for about 12 years and this 
is unequivocally the finest band I have ever seen 
or heard.” Since those days of building up the 
Mountie Band, Dick has taught percussion, 
conducting, orchestration, conducted the 
Symphonic, Varsity and Jazz bands, and 
developed our very successful Music 
Merchandising Program. 

Dick served in the Navy as a percussionist 
following a year of junior college. After the Navy 
years (’51-54), he earned the B.A. in Music at the 
University of Iowa (then Iowa State Teachers) and 
the M.A. at Drake University. Dick did extensive 
doctoral level work at the University of Wyoming 
where he also taught percussion. He was 
appointed to Mansfield in 1967 and is retiring at 
the rank of Full Professor. 

He and his wife, Doris, have already made 
their plans for next year. Dick is past-president of 
the National Association of Music Business 
Industries and he will be active as a consultant 
for that organization and educational institutions 
with Music Merchandising programs. Their 
immediate plans include a trip to Florida as well 
as several trips to visit their daughters’ families in 
Philadelphia and Binghamton so they can spoil 
their four grandchildren. Dick’s minor in college 
was art and he has plans to resume his painting. 
At the moment, however, his garage is stuffed 
with whatever he’s been collecting in his office all 
these years. Doris insists that he will soon be 
exercising his talents for woodworking by building 
a big set of shelves. But if the seasons are right, 
you just might find Dick fly-fishing the beautiful 
Northern Tier streams. 

Of his years at Mansfield, Dick says, ‘Thank 
you all for wonderful memories and lasting 
friendships. Doris and I will never forget the 
wonderful years spent here. Best wishes to each 
and every one of you and we hope your life will 
be as fulfilled as ours.” Dick and Doris continue 
to reside at 96 Brooklyn St., Mansfield.

Donald Stanley Retires 


Last semester, when people would ask Don 
Stanley what’s new, he would reply, “Well, I’ve got 
a dog and a Ukrainian.’’ The dog is Sparky the 
beagle and the Ukrainian is Taras Shumelda, a 
delightful young man we met in Lviv on the MBQ 
tour in May, 1990. He was our faithful interpreter 
that incredible week and he fast became our 
friend. We soon discovered that Taras wanted to 
earn a college degree in an area not offered in the 
then Soviet universities. MU’s Travel and Tourism 
program was exactly what he wanted. After 
months of red tape, Don Stanley was able to 
bring Taras to Mansfield where he is currently 
enrolled and doing extremely well. When people 
ask Don what’s new, he can now also say that 
he’s very happily retired. Here’s what he has to 
say: 

For me, the past 25 years at Mansfield have 
passed quickly. Deciding to retire was a difficult 
decision as I am still relatively young, but it was 
for this very reason that I made my move. I’m 
looking forward to many good years as a free 
lance musician and I will keep playing in the 
Corning and Williamsport Orchestras as well as 
the Commonwealth Brass Quintet. I look forward 
to being much busier as a clinician, adjudicator 
and guest conductor, so feel free to call. I will 
certainly miss the active musical life of the 
university but I will not miss the paper work or 
administrative duties." 

Dave Borsheim asked me to write something 
for the CADENZA about my life at Mansfield. In 
my first year I taught all low brasses, percussion, 
marching band and Symphonic Band. With Dick 
Talbot’s arrival in 1967, the percussionists were 
saved. We formed the local chapter of Kappa 
Kappa Psi in 1968 and it has proven to be an 
important support for band activities over the 
years. My doctoral work was begun during my 
1970 leave at the University of Colorado, and 
when I returned in the fall of 1971, Bert Francis 
retired as Director of Bands and offered the 
position to me. Since then, I have been honored 
and pleased to conduct the Concert Wind 
Ensemble, which Bert had developed. During the 
'70s I served on the National Council of Kappa 
and was elected National President from 1977-79. 
With the arrival of Steve McEuen to teach 
trombone (1977), the Mansfield Brass Quintet, 
which Dave and I founded in 1973, really took off 


and became a vital and useful musical outlet for 
all of us. I think that Dave and I have played in 
at least 150 high schools, a half dozen or so 
colleges and dozens of other schools since we 
started the MBQ. The ’80s were good years for me 
as I was elected to membership in the American 
Bandmasters Association, joining George Howard 
and Bert Francis in that honor. I became very 
active in TUBA (Tubists Universal Brotherhood 
Association) and we hosted many workshops at 
MU. Phi Beta Mu elected me as Outstanding 
Bandmaster in 1987, and PMEA selected me as 
the outstanding educator in District 8. I have also 
been the President of the Pennsylvania 
Bandmasters Association, hosted the 
Intercollegiate Band Festival at MU in 1974, 
served a term as President of the Eastern 
Division of the College Band Directors National 
Association, and I was privileged to be the 
Chairman of the Music Department from 1987-90. 

Two individuals need to be acknowledged: 
John Baynes and Bert Francis have been 
extremely supportive over the years. Not only 
have they been my teachers, but they have been 
my guiding lights as professionals, gentlemen and 
friends. I will always be grateful for their help, 
trust and encouragement in my early years at 
Mansfield. 

I would also like to thank my colleagues and 
all the students over the years. I shall always be 
thankful to Mansfield for giving me the 
opportunity to practice and profess my art. A 
most cherished plaque hangs in my study, one 
presented to me by the 1977 Concert Wind 
Ensemble which expresses appreciation for 
helping them become better musicians, better 
people, and for helping them achieve what they 
never dreamed possible. 

I look forward to seeing you and hearing from 
you. The BIG WIND ENSEMBLE REUNION next 
spring, 1993 will be something I’ll anticipate with 
great pleasure. I will still be living in Mansfield 
and if you’re in town, don’t be shy, just stop by.

But did you also know that he likes 
country music, collects stamps and is a world 
class ham radio operator? He participates in 
MARS, the Military Amateur Radio System, which 
backs up official but unclassified Dept, of Defense 
lines of communication. MARS helps overseas 
servicemen and their families keep in touch. Just 
before Desert Storm, Konrad suspected something 
because he couldn’t reach any of his contacts in 
the Middle East. A man of many tastes, Konrad is 
not just a dabbler when it comes to cooking chili 
for he recently won first prize, a trip to Houston, 
in a cookoff held in Coming, N.Y. Tiy this: 


KONRAD'S “GALLUP GUMBO” CHILI 

(Makes 7 cups) 

cooking oil 

2 lbs boneless chuck, trimmed of fat and cut crossgrain into 
1 inch long strips 

1 large onion, finely chopped 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

1 40 oz. can dark red kidney beans, drained 

Fresh hot chilies, split and seeded (add to taste, as these vary in 

hotness) 

1 V2 tbs chili powder 

V2 tsp dried oregano 

1 V2 tsp ground cumin 

1 V2 tsp salt 

V 4 tsp freshly ground pepper 

Heat oil in Dutch oven over medium heat and brown chuck in small 
amounts and remove, adding additional oil as needed. Lower heat and 
saute onions and garlic until golden. Add chuck and remaining 
ingredients and simmer covered 1 hour. Remove chilies, adjust 
seasoning, if necessary, and simmer an additional hour.

Our new professor of voice, soprano 
Jean-Anne Teal performed with MU music faculty 
members Nancy Boston, Konrad Owens and guest 
performer Ellen Murphy at the New York State 
Music Association Winter Conference at the 
Concord Hotel, Lake Kiamesha, N.Y. on Dec. 2. 
Featuring the music of Mozart, they performed 
“Parto! Ma tu ben mio” from La Clemenza di Tito 
and the Trio in Eb Major, K. 498. 

Jean-Anne Teal can be heard on the Studio 
Classiques CD of Handel’s Xerxes with the Polish 
Chamber and Radio Orchestra. During her 
20-year career on the stages of Europe, she has 
sung over 55 roles in over 1200 productions, 
playing a variety of characters from heroines of 
Verdi — Violetta in La Traviata and Gilda in 
Rigoletto — to those of Mozart: The Queen of the 
Night in The Magic Flute, Constanza and 
Blondchen in The Abduction from the Seraglio, and 
Donna Elvira in Don Giovanni —to Butterfly in 
Puccini’s Madame Butterfry. She has sung with 
the Berlin Philharmonic, London Chamber 
Orchestra, the Krakow and Warsaw Symphonies, 
as well as the Athens and Thessaloniki 
Orchestras. 

The Mansfield Brass Quintet had a most 
successful mid-winter tour. Guessing on the 
weather, the quint brought its brass music to 
seven schools from Elmira to Guelph, Canada. At 
Hammondsport they played for Bill Amts’ 
students: Bill played second trumpet in the MBQ 
in 1979 and it was great to see him again. The 
ensemble played and presented brass clinics at 
Alden High School, Y/illiamsville East High 
School, Clarence High School, two elementary 
schools in Elmira, and at the University of 
Guelph. In total, the quintet played for over 800 
people. It rained a little, but the MBQ enjoyed 
good weather for January 7-10. This is not all the 
group did on its break. During the week before 
Christmas the MBQ made its first commercial 
recording. Featuring works by Bach, Rossini, 
Mozart, Purcell, East, Mitushin and Tcherepnin it 
is a collection of the MBQ’s best music, all 
arranged by Michael Galloway and David 
Borsheim.
